The U. S. Government has confirmed, through aerial reconnaissance, 
that Medium Range Ballistic Missile and Intermediate Range Ballistic 
Missile e^uipm^n^ beiM removed from Cuba^-na^al fulfillment 
ef-the r nm-rn T tm o n t made by Ghairman Khrushchev vo^resident 
Kennedyy Beginning today, it expects to obtain additional confirma- 
tion through the close alongside obse ^v^^ ion of Soviet vessels by

As a result of aerial reconnaissance, the U. S. has photographs 
which indicate that all known MRBM and IRBM missile bases in Cuba 
have been dismantled. Later photographs indicate the movement of 
significant items of equipment from the missile sites to port areas. 
Still later photographs give evidence that a substantial number of 
missile transporters have been loaded onto the main decks of certain 
Soviet cargo vessels and^at several of these vessels have already 
departed Cuban ports.^i^ Photographs and visual inspection from 
U. S. naval vessels jwtll provide further confirmation that the actual 
missiles (normally carried in the missile transporters that have 
been photographed on board these vessels) have left Cuba. 


Intensive discussions are continuing with respect to the other 
provisions of the oojaamltrn'qnt, The ac a r e bei n g haaipeTe tlby the 
rgfuaal tfaps fay of. the Cuban Government to cooperate with the 
Ui^ted Nati ons in order that kt nray"carry--eut4^ necesBary-maaaures 
of^vertfi cation.
